Chinese are inclined to »roclaim the most sublime principles 
and ideas but fail to put them into nractioe or trat if they 
put them into practice tev do it so ha ly that there is 
nearly nothin~ loft of the oricinal idea. That isa perhans 
psvcholocically to be exnlained by the fact that Chirese 
civilization is based uron this narticular kind of brain 
~ower wrich is not evolved out of sense vower. 


This varticular brain vower of China leada to otner 
manifestations which are equally astonishine and very often 
unsympathetic to the foreicn observer. . 


I shall. quote-only one more exanvle of this type 
kf ranifestation. 


In dailv life vou notice very often a térdency to 
tell what annearse to be lies. This terdenoy ranv foreli~ners 
find armovirr.
